THE firm of Blackwell has already 
published some most important 
works in their German medieval 
series. Students of German 
literature and anyone interested in 
that extraordinarily rich period of 
the Minnesinger will find their study 
made easier, and their enjoyment of 
the poems increased, by these useful 
editions, which include. competent 
introductions, glossaries and notes. 

f the poem at present under 
review it is enough to say that it is 
one of the most outstanding works, 
along with Wolfram von. Eschen- 
bachs Parzival and Walther von 
der Vogelweide’s lyrics, of the 
Minnesinger period, and, therefore, 
of the Middle Anes. in general. 
Gottfried’s interpretation and adapta- 
tion of the Tristan legend is a 
masterpiece which, in the opinion 
of some critics, ranks with Dante’s 
Divina Commedia, 

The glossary in this edition is full, 
the notes explicit. Mr, August 
Closs’s introduction is scholarly and 
informative. and his examination of 
the sources extensive. The one 
striking omission is any reference to 
that important work, “L’Amour et 
'Occident,” by Denis de Rouge- 
mont, in which the Tristan saga is 
examined in full, and a_ theory 
offered of the source of Minne or 
l'amour’ courtois, which merits 
careful attention.

As the tide of battle swirls 


Donegal cottage has spun’ her 
yarn; the cottage weaver has 
woven it into that soft, handsome 


used to wear; and now she has 
the web rolled under her arm, 


more and more rapidly towards 
the west, the problem of Poland's 
future begins once more to loom 
large on the European stage. 
So many things have happened 
during the last five years that 
many people probably have for- 
gotten that the immediate cause 
of Great Britain’s declaration of 
war on Germany was the fact 
that the German Army invaded 
Polish territory on September Ist, 
1939. Since that time Poland 
hardly has existed as an indepen- 
dent geographical entity. The 
country no sooner was invaded 
by the Germans. than the 
Russians marched in on the other 
side. For five years, there- 
fore, Poland has been under a 
double heel; but during the last 
few weeks the successes of the 
Red Army in the field have been 
such as to bring Warsaw into 
immediate danger of investment 
by the Russians, and the Germans 
are withdrawing swiftly towards 
their own frontiers, The last 
forty-eight hours have seen spec- 
tacular victories for the Russians. 
Dvinsk fell on Thursday: yester- 
day it was announced that the 
Germans had abandoned both 
Kovno and Brest-Litovsk. To 
the south-west of this city, the 


“'IRed Army has forged ahead from 


Lublin, and has crossed the 
Vistula, bringing it within about 
thirty miles of Warsaw. Farther 
south, Lemberg also has fallen to 
the Soviets. The River San has 
been crossed, and Przemysl, as 
well as Taroslav, is in Russian 
It looks now as if 
the Germans will be forced either 
to withdraw their armies alto- 
gether from the Baltic States, or 
else to fight a battle in the region 
of the Niemen. - The German 
News Agency announces that, in 
the Brest-Litovsk area, and in the 
neighbourhood of the Vistula 
bend, no fewer than seven Russian 
armies and five armoured corps 
are giving battle to strong German 
forces. This statement would 
suggest that the Russian General 
Staff is bent upon the early 
capture of Warsaw. Purely mili- 
tary reasons would favour an 
attempt to cut off the German 
garrison in Lithuania, Latvia, and 
Estonia before concentration on 
the Polish capital; but it must 
not be forgotten that political 
factors play a big part in the 
scheme of things. 
The occupation of that part “of 
Poland—Congress Poland—which 


would be a tremendous feather in 
Marshal Stalin’s cap. If he suc- 
ceeded in taking and keeping it, 
it also would give him a valu- 
able bargaining counter when 
peace shall come to be made. 

From the Polish point of view, 
the present condition of affairs 
must be almost .desperate. The 
Polish people are being forced to 
witness a titanic struggle between 
two of their former oppressors. 
The war is being fought over 
their territory; and their one desire 
is that both sets of belligerents 
shall evacuate Poland .at the 
earliest possible moment, and 
leave them once more in peace to 
look after their own affairs. 
Unhappily, as probably was inevit- 
able from the start, there is 
a diversity of political feeling 
among the Poles. From the outset 
Great Britain has recognised a 
Polish Government’ with its 
headquarters in London as the 
only legitimate fount of authority 
over the Polish people. The 
Russians, on the other hand, 
recognise a “Polish Committee 
of National Liberation,” which 
has been formed in Moscow 
in order to administer civil 
affairs in those parts of Poland 
that are being occupied by 
the Red Army. Hitherto there 
have been no dealings, as it 
were, between the Jews and the 
Samaritans. Only last Monday 
night the Polish Ministry of Infor- 
mation in London described the 
Moscow Committee as “usurpers,’’ 
and on Wednesday /zvestia 
retaliated in kind, dubbing the 
Poles in London as “ usurpers and 
impostors.’’ Within the last couple 
of days, however, there has 
been a development. It was 
announced on Thursday night 
that Mr. Mikolajczyk, head of 
the Polish Government in London, 
had decided to fly to Moscow, 
where an aitempt will be made 
to bring about an agreement 
between the Government in exile; 
of which he is the chief, and -the 
Committee which has been formed 
under the protection and, evi- 
dently at the instigation, of the 
Soviets. It will not be an easy 
job. Every Pole, whatever may 
be his party sympathies, desires 
the complete and final indepen- 
dence of his country. The people 
of no other European nation, not 


even of Ireland, have a more 
passionate love of independence 
than the Poles. At the moment 
they are helpless. They are in the 
position of the nut between. the 
crackers. 
fighting valiantly in Italy and 
elsewhere. 
people at home are co-operating 
with the advancing Russians is 
unknown; all that is certain is 
that their plight is as tragic to-day

When the house- 
wives had extracted the last 
possible pound from tourists’ 
pockets, they sold the remainder 
of their webs in bulk to manufac- 
turers, who would have been a 
steadier and more profitable 
market if the makers had been 
content to sell at a constant flat 
rate all the year round. Human 
nature is unruly. Greed for a 
fancy price from a touring 
millionaire caused the spinners to 
neglect their wheels for the fair 
green, and to give the regular 
buyer only leavings. Quality, 
too, was irregular where sales 
were adventurous. This was the 
great defect of the Irish homespun 
industry in cofnpetition with the 
well-organised and trustworthy 
Scottish industry. A buyer of 
Harris tweed knew precisely what 
he would get, and at what price; 
a buyer of Irish homespun too 
often found that he had gambled, 
not always luckily. In recent 
years some discipline has been 
brought into the Irish trade. 
Perhaps, the difficulties of the 
emergency will ensure the 
systematic conduct of the business 
henceforward. There is another 
thing necessary to a full revival 
of a worthy, popular industry. 
The Irish people ought to show 
faith in their own wares. Hitherto, 
if a man was seen in a homespun 
suit it was taken for granted that 
he was an Englishman—like a 
man in kilts in Scotland. Let 
those who make tweeds wear 
them in the climate for which 
they are so well suited. As we 
wrote on this subject some twenty 
years ago: Let every flock wear 
its own wool.

I must disagree with “ Agave” 
on the question of money. If a 
very important consideration of the 
actors and actresses who resigned 
from the Abbey (and the Gate) in 
recent months, was not their finan- 
cial betterment they have much 
less intelligence than I gave them 
credit for. —9Anv actor can realise 
and assess his exact worth, and .he 
is merely degrading himself and his 
profession if he voluntarily works 
for less. The general run of salaries 
in the Abbey Theatre can only be 
described as insulting, so any actor 
is justified in joining a variety com- 
pany or becoming free-lance rather 
than depend upon the “hono- 
rarium ” that the Abbey grants. 

What the Abbey Theatre needs is 
a progressive management that is 
not penny wise and pound foolish, 
spending money lavishly on un- 
necessarily elaborate and expensive 
sets and costumes, and never con- 
sidering the welfare of its players 
or the comfort of its clients (Oh! 
those balcony seats!). Why not 
scrap that old-fashioned poster that 
biliously confronts us on every 
hoarding? Let Dublin know by a 
colourful (but cultured) poster that 
the Abbey Theatre has actors— 
great actors, dynamic actors, amus- 
ing actors, and sweet actresses— 
before they are all gone!—Yours, 
etc., SEAMUS FINN.

They 
are bankers to the joint stock banks 
and conduct the bankers’ local 
Clearing House in those cities where 
there is one. The Bank of England 
does not now compete with other 
banks for ordinary business. 


Travel Ban Demand 


Five hundred men from Northern 
Ireland, working at a factory here, 
have demanded, through a spokes- 
man, the lifting of the travel ban. 
Feeling has been running high over 
the continuance of the ban, par- 
ticularly as the holiday period 
approaches, and the lot of the 
workers from Ireland is not going 
to be a very happy one, as the 
factory *closes down from August 
4th to 14th, states the spokesman. 
“For that period the men are going 
to be compelled to spend their holi- 
days mooning around the hostel 
sites. For tewelve months we have 
been consistently working ten hours 
a day, and the factory is under- 
ground. Surely some relaxation 
could have been made to enable 
these men to visit their families.” ' 


Housing Policy 


There is considerable discussion 
here now on the financial aspect of 
the Government’s post-war housing} 
policy. It is estimated’ that quite 
ordinary types of houses will cost 
£934 to build after the war, inclu- 
sive of land, street and drainage 


necessary — after deducting the 
Government and local authorities’ 
subsidies amounting to £8 15s. a 
year—to meet outgoings will not be 
less than 15s. a week, to which must 
be added 5s. or more for rates. The 
question is what proportion of the 
tenants can afford this sum if post- 
war earnings fall far below the 
present levels.

Two of the last shrubs to flower 
are Caryopteris Clandonensis and 
Eupatorium Weinmannianum, and 
these prolong the season of flowering 
shrubs well into October.

Verdict of Guilty in

At Dublin Circuit Criminal Court yester- 
day, before Judge Shannon and a jury, 
Charles Brocklebank, Fownes street, Dublin, 
was found guilty of the unlawful use of an 
instrument, or other unknown means, with 
intent to procure a miscarriage. 
The jury were absent for 23 minutes, and. 
when the verdict was announced, Judge 
Shannon said: *‘ 1 entirely agree with you.” 
Mr. G, D. Murnaghan, §.C.. and Mr. F. 
Sherry (instructed by the Chief State Solicitor) 
prosecuted, and Mr. Charles Casey, S.C.; 
Mr. S. MacBride, S.C., and Mr. E. 
Wood (instructed by Mr. Eugene F. Collins) 
defended. 
Sentence will be pronounced on Brockle- 
band and other prisoners on Monday. 
In his charge to the jury, Judge Shannon 
Pointed out that Brocklebank was charged 
as an accessory, the allegation being that he 
procured Mrs. Moloney with the intention} 
that a miscarriage would be brought about 
on the woman in the case. 
Describing it as a very serious case, the 
Judge said that if such offences were allowed 
to go on undetected and spread through 
the country the result aoe the country would 
be appalling. 
No evidence was called for the defence. 
Mr. Casey. on behalf of Brocklebank. said 
that the case for the State rested on the 
uncorroborated evidence of accomplices. 

The Court adjourned until 10.30 a.m. on
